Distribution  of  the  College’s  ap¬ 
propriation  will  bo  as  follows,  If 
Governor  Donnelly  signs  the  hill: 

$1,150,000  for  a  new  arts  and 
science  building. 

$500,000  for  a  new  physical  edu¬ 
cation  building. 

$135,000  for  a  dormitory,  and 

$380,000  for  repairs  and  replace¬ 
ments. 

Cuts  were  originally  made  on 
the  dorniitory  Item,  which  had 
been  reduced  from  $1,500,000  down 
to  $265,000.  The  Senate  bill  cut  It 


still  further  to  $135,000. 

The  plan  for  the  dormitory 
would  have  served  250  men  and  a 
like  number  of  women. 

Other  cuts  were  made  In  the  re¬ 
quests  for  the  new  arts  and  sci¬ 
ence  building  and  the  new  physi¬ 
cal  education  building,  $550,000 
and  $100,000,  respectively.  The  al¬ 
lotment  for  repairs  and  replace¬ 
ments  was  not  trimmed. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College,  said  that  although  the  al¬ 


lotments  were  smaller  than  orlgi- 
nally  asked  for,  he  and  the  Board 
of  Regents  would  spend  the  money 
so  as  to  obtain  the  utmost  benefit 
for  the  College. 

Earlier  in  the  session,  the  House 
had  appropriated  $2,315,000  for 
Buildings  and  repairs  here,  but  the 
Senate  committee  cut  this  figure 
to  $2,115,000,  and  finally  the  com¬ 
promise  of  $2,165,000  was  reached. 

As  the  bills  go  to  the  desk  of 
Gov.  Phil  M.  Donnelly,  who  has  45 


days  to  not  on  them,  they  allot 
$15,  350,000  to  rebuild  the  riot  scar¬ 
red  penal  system  and  set  up  a  new 
medium  security  prison,  $30,898,- 
240  for  colleges  and  universities 
and  $22,670,760  for  mental  hos¬ 
pitals  and  other  clinrltable  institu¬ 
tions. 

In  their  final  form,  the  legisla¬ 
tive  appropriations  are  still  sub¬ 
ject  to  downward  revision  by 
Governor  Donnelly  should  he  de¬ 
cide  to  use  his  veto  power.

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Participation  Helps  . . .

Primaries,  conventions,  election  year;  yes,  a 
very  busy  time.  Once  this  used  to  be  a  time  of 
great  banquets  and  chautauquas.  The  times  of 
elections  were  times  to  get  out  and  cast  your 
vote  for  the  man  that  you  believed  was  the 
best  man;  but  today  it  is  a  day  to  go  fishing, 
and  year  after  year  more  people  stay  away 
from  the  polls. 

What  is  to  become  of  our  great  land  and 
government  if  the  generation  coming  up  to¬ 
day  does  not  care  about  what  happens  to  this 
country?  Hitting  closer  to  home,  we  are  alarm¬ 
ed  to  find  the  attitudes  of  college  students  are 
the  same  as  that  of  the  whole— uninterested. 

At  a  recent  political  science  workshop, 
held  here  at  the  College,  this  problem  was 
discussed  by  students  and  prominent  poli¬ 
ticians  who  participated  in  a  panel  dis¬ 
cussion,  devoted  to  the  theme  of  "Why 
College  Students  Should  Take  an  Active 
Interest  in  Politics." 

Although  this  workshop  was  in  the  nature 
of  politics  and  involved  members  of  both  po¬ 
litical  parties,  it  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  that  it 
was  for  the  sole  purpose  of  solving  a  serious 
problem  which  confronts  political  leaders  and 
educators  today.  That  problem  is  the  lack  of 
interest  in  politics  on  the  part  of  college  stu¬ 
dents. 

It  was  a  bi-partisan  conference  and  not  a 
move  of  one  particular  party  to  capture  the 
potential  college  vote.  It  was  intended  to  en¬ 
courage  students  to  enter  into  the  politics  of 
the  nation  and  to  stimulate  them  to  think  in¬ 
telligently  on  political  issues.  The  panel  pointed 
out  that  if  this  could  be  achieved  then  event¬ 
ually  college  students  would  affiliate  themselves 
with  one  party  or  another,  without  extensive 
pressure  from  either  party. 

During  the  workshop  a  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  expressed  a  desire  to  organize  a  po¬ 
litical  organization  on  the  campus,  some¬ 
what  like  a  young  Republican  Club  or  a 
young  Democrats  Club. 

An  organization  of  this  type  would  be  in 
conjunction  with  the  main  party  organization 
and  would  work  for  the  betterment  of  the  party 
concerned.  In  such  an  organization  the  student 
would  gain  first  hand  experience  on  how  poli¬ 
tics  work  and  through  this  they  would  gain  a 
better  understanding  of  our  great  political 
structure. 

We,  as  college  students,  are  supposed  to  be 
educated  people,  people  who  are  well  quali¬ 
fied  in  understanding  problems  that  confront 
society  today.  Doesn't  it  stand  to  reason  that 
we  should  be  well  qualified  to  take  an  active 
part  in  seeing  that  our  government  is  run  ef¬ 
fectively? 

Be  Careful  .  .  . 

Just  last  week,  a  small  child  in  College 
Heights  was  struck  by  an  automobile.  Only  a 
month  ago,  a  similar  accident  had  taken  place. 
Luckily,  both  cars  were  coming  to  a  stop  at 
the  time  and  the  children  were  not  hurt.  We 
might  just  as  easily  have  been  carrying  a 
death  notice  for  each  child,  however. 

There  are  many  children  in  the  Vets'  hous¬ 
ing  units,  and  they  often  are  in  the  streets 
although  their  mothers  and  fathers  try  to  cane 
for  them  all  the  time. 

One  way  to  protect  them  is  for  college  stu¬ 
dents  who  do  not  live  in  the  Heights”  to  refrain 
from  driving  in  those  streets.

After  losing  only  one  meet  this 
year,  the  Bearcat  clndermcn  will 
be  pointing  to  the  MIAA  Confer¬ 
ence  meet  which  will  be  held  in 
Warrensburg  next  Friday  and 
Saturday. 

Injuries  again  have  plagued 
Conch  Ryland  Milner.

Lou  finished  strong  among 
the  competition  last  spring  in  the 
outdoor  meet. 

Jnclc  Spence,  dash  man  and  re¬ 
lays.

Spence  is  the  best  sprinter  in  the 
conference  and  also  finished  strong 
ill  the  dashes  last  spring.
